‘UNDERSTANDING DATA SOURCES FOR THE REPORT CARDS

The data used in the School and District Report Cards come from a variety of sources across multiple years. All student data come from WISEdata.! Accurate data
reporting at the time of WISEdata snapshots is key to having a report card that appropriately reflects student performance. Please note that data included in both this

year’s report and in prior years’ reports incorporate manual corrections accepted during past inquiry periods.

Assessments Used in Accountability
ACT Aspire: State summative assessment given annually in the spring to students in Grades 9 and 10. Only the ELA composite scores and mathematics
composite scores for FAY students are factored into accountability report card scores.
ACT with writing: State summative assessment given annually in the spring to students in Grade 11. Only the ELA composite scores and mathematics
composite scores from FAY students are factored into accountability report card scores.
DLM: The Dynamic Learning Maps (DLM) assessment is an alternate assessment given annually in the spring to students with the most significant cognitive
disabilities who are unable to participate in the Forward, ACT Aspire, or ACT with writing. Only the ELA and mathematics DLM results from FAY students are

factored into accountability report card scores.

Forward Exam: State summative assessment given annually in the spring to students in Grades 3-8. Only the ELA and mathematics results from FAY students

are factored into accountability report card scores.
